AND AGAINST GERMANY. 


Tne Kaiser is Outnumbered But 111 


Better Position on Land to 


Fight Than Foes. 


The following I'acU will give some 


conception of the relative strength in 
wealth, military equipment, area and 
population of the nations at war: 
STRENGTH OF GREAT BRITAIN. 
Not counting the colonies, which are 


virtually independent nations, the Brit- 
ish Isles liave an area of 121,391 square 
miles arid a population of 45,221,165. 
The wealth of the islands is estimated 
at $8,000.000,000 and the national debt 
is $3,485,000,000. 


In its war equipment Great Britain 


relies on its great navy, which is ad- 
mitted to be larger than the combined 
navies of any two other Powers. It 
has 77 battleships. 42 first-class cruis- 
ers and about 400 other war vessels of 
every description, manned by 137,500 
men in peace or war, to which may be 
added 2y,000 naval reserves. England's 
army is large and well drilled, but not 
to be compared in size with the im- 
mense forces of the

The French 
navy 1$ expected to do its best work 
iu the -Mediterranean, leaving the Ger- 
man forced to the care of the British 
in the North Sea and the Atlantic. 


STRENGTH OF RUSSIA. 


Russia, had an aiea of 
S,U47,000 


squaie uiiieo and a population ot 100,- 
OUO.OOO. its total wealth is uuout 240,- 
000,UUU,0'Jv. Although Russia Is bigger 
in area and more numerous in popula- 
tion ihau either France or Germany, it 
cannot be compared with either in 
wealth or education. The Russian aver- 
age man is ihe poorest in trie world, 
except perhaps tne Cnmainan. 


Yet Kussia has an enormous army, 


the largest in the wond, and a navy 
that has considerable strength. Rus- 
sia's army uurnoers 5,50U,000 men. 
jfart ot this army was badly oeuteu uy 
the Japs only a tew years ago, but it is 
said that the Russians learned much 
iroin that war, and that their aiiuy 
nas improved wonderfully since its de- 
leat. However, that is yet to be prov- 
ed. The Russian navy consists of 21 
battleships and six ilrsc-class cruisers, 
as well as aoout 200 otner war craft. 
It is expected that this navy will be 
able to crush Germany on tne Baltic, 
provided England keeps the main part 
ot the German navy busy in the North 
Sea and the Atlantic.

STREisGTrr OF FRAXCE. 


France has an area of 207,054 square 


miles and a population of 39.601,000. 
Its total wealth is estimated at $650,- 
000,000 and its national debt is S6.2SS,- 
000.000. 
France has the largest na- 


tional debt in Europe, due to two rea- 
sons. First, because it had to pay such 
an enormous war indemnity to Ger- 
many after the Franco-Prussian war, 
and. second, because it has spent such 
enormous sums in the last 40 years in 
preparing for another war with Ger- 
many, la spite of its huge debt, 
France is the most prosperous nation 
of Europe. Although no exact figures 
are available, it is estimated by econo- 
mists that there is a greater and more 
equal distribution of wealth among the 
French than any other people.

average Frenchman is said to be richer 
and more contented than any other 
man in the world.

France's army is the largest In Europe, 
although in actual numbers it is ex- 
ceeded by the German and Russian. 
France's army on a war footing num- 
bers 4.000.000 men.

At first glance It would seem that 


Germany and Austria were hopelessly 
outclassed by the other nations.

Another thing about which Ameri- 


cans are not fully informed is the list 
of distances between points throughout 
Europe. From Berlin to Paris is 674 
miles. Liege. In Belgium, where fight- 
ing has gone on, is 208 miles from 
Paris and 482 miles from Berlin, al- 
most on a direct line between the two 
capitals.

Section 1. Be it resolved t>y the Senate

Amend section twenty-one, article three 


of the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, which reafir as follows: 


"No aci of the General Assembly shall 


limit the amount to be recovered lor in- 
juries resulting- in death, or for injuries 
to persons or property, and in case of 
death from such injuries, the right of ac- 
tion shall survive, and the General As- 
sembly shall prescribe for whose benefit 
such actions shall be prosecuted. No act

against corporations for injuries to per- 
sons or property, or for other causes djf- 
ferent fiom those fixed by general law» 
regulating actions against natural per- 
sons, arid such acts now existing are 
avoided." so that it shall read as follows: 


The General Assembly may enact laws 


requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employees jointly, of rea- 
sonable compensation for injuries to em- 
ployees arising in the course of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational diseases of 
employees, whether or not such injuries 
or diseases result in ceatli, and regara- 
less of fault of employer or employee, and

Licensing Battlefield Guides. 


The "Star Independent" of Harris- 


burg recently suid editorially on the 
recent action of licensing the battle- 
Held guides: 


"The recently adopted regulations of 


the War Department requiring'-guides _ 
at all military parks 10 wear official 
badges obtained from the government, 
same to be returned upon revocation 
of licenses, applies with particular 
force to the guides on Pennsylvania's 
battlefield of Gettysburg, At no other 
national military park in the country 
are ...iere so many different points of 
interest or so many varying stories 
connected with each point. The scene 
of the great Civil "War struggle is one 
of the most largely visited historical 
spots in the nation, and the guides 
whOjOffer to explain about.it constitute 
quite a formidable brigade as they 
charge on new arrivals, proclaiming 
their merits as battlefield pilots Su- 
pervision of these willing servants of 
the tourists by the government will 
remedy more than one condition that 
needs correction. 


There has heretofore been no restric- 


tion to the activities of Gettysburg bat- 
tlefield guides except that they must 
not drive faster than the speed limit 
on tbe avenues. .They have been per- 
mitted to tell what" tales they please 
about the battle, and to charge what- 
ever they can get for telling them. 
The government's interest in the mat- 
ter has heretofore extended no farther 
than the improvement of the grounds, 
its appropriations going to maintain a 
park in which' anyone with a vehicle 
has been able to collect money from 
visitors unquestioned. 


The battlefield of Gettysburg is no 


longer to be exploited by men whose 
only qualification is that they know 
the location of the Round Tops and 
have a general idea about the move 
ment of the troops on Seminary and 
Cemetery Ridges. 
TVTien applications 


are made for licenses to act as guides, 
tests of actual knowledge of the field 
will show whether or not candidates 
tfle competent to tell the story of the 
great conflict to visitors. 


Xow that only licensed guides will 


be permitted to recite the hisrory of 
the battle, the government is directly 
responsible for their conduct and._.it 
is to be expected, will supervise them 
with sufficient care that all the truth 
and only the truth about the battle 
of Gettysburg will in the future be told 
to the hundreds of thousands of per- 
sons from all parts of the country who 
visit the historic place."
